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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), 
by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a 
patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Coorman 
et al., (6,665,641). 

As per claim 1, Coorman et al., teach a rule-based speech synthesis device 
which synthesizes arbitrary speech by selecting and concatenating previously 
stored speech synthesis units and controlling prosodic information, comprising: a 
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phoneme duration time setting means which estimates and controls the closing 
interval length of a phoneme having a closing interval, independently of the vowel 
length and consonant length (Col. 2, line 64 - Col. 3, line 16).

Itoh (5,749,320) teaches text-to-speech synthesis by concatenation using or 
modifying clustered phoneme waveforms on basis of cluster parameter centroids. 
Sharman (5,862,501) teaches a speech synthesis system.
